Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-6, 8-15, 17-23, 25-32, 34 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,585,155 to Heikkila et al. as in the 
previous office action. 

Claims 7, 16, 24 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,585,155 to Heikkila et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,344,268 B1 to Stuckey et al. as in the previous office action. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/24/04have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the prior art is not a hollow cored panel. However, 
the prior art is a panel having an outer shell and a core. These two components, as 
combined do not have a hollow core but since the prior art is made of two different 
pieces, the outer piece has a hollow core which is intended for a core piece to be 
inserted. The applicant should note that the claims are drawn to the outer shell. 
Because the instant application has fewer components of the prior art does not mean 
that the prior art does not apply. Applicant has amended the claims to add chopped 
glass fibers in the invention. However, chopped glass fibers are a found in types of fiber 
glass. Chopped glass fibers are not new in the art and are commonly used in the 
making of fiberglass products.
